If I'm in a 
frightful hurry I can always catch 
up on my back-reading by conning 
picket signs. Take the Automat 
on 72nd Street for instance. Now 
there has been some sort of a strike 
going on at the Automat since the 
summer. No matter when you pass 
by, during the day or night, you 
•will see at least three pickets, 
parading up and down, one of 
whom usually happens to be a bari- 
tone crooning: "Pass 'em by folks!" 
Some of them look suspiciously like 
members of the Union House Com- 
mittee taking a stroll in front of 
the Pit. 

The Automat people captured the 
spirit of. the strike quite recently 
by running a full time ad in most 
of the local papers, announcing the 
advent of "Pumpkin Pie Time." The 
picture showed a traditional Auto- 
mat front set in a huge pumpkin, 
with pickets tossing away their 
signs and dashing in while the ad 
reads: "When the spicy aroma of 
the season's first Horn and Hardart 
Pumpkin Pie wafts through the 
revolving doors of the Automats, 
even the Pickets can't resist." 

Wishful thinking however, for 
they're still going strong. Appar- 
ently they can .get their pumpkin 
pie at Stewarts.

What more can 
we do?" The picketers seem to 
have walked several thousand miles 
in front of the place in an effort 
to find an answer to this rhetorical 
ucstion.

place for weeks.

Gives Pointers on How to

WORLD NEWS FROM A TELEGRAPH KEY 



FAR EAST 



'THE Japanese Government dis- 
owned all guilt regarding the 
attack on British Embassy cars by 
Japanese warplanes. The Nipponese 
army claims that it was not inform- 
ed of the proposed journey to 
Shanghai since only the navy had 
this knowledge and that therefore 
it is not responsible for this attack 
by the fliers. Meanwhile the Jap- 
anese are making their own inves- 
tigation of the affair but they will 
make no statement until they have 
received a communication from the 
British. ■ 

From Nanking comes the report 
that during yesterday's raids on the 
capital and its surroundings five 
enemy aircraft were shot down. 
Meanwhile at Shanghai the attempt 
to land Japanese troops at the rear 
of the Chinese positions was thus 
far unsuccessful. At Yanglichiao 
their troops were driven back wilh 
heavy losses. 

The Belgian Government is re- 
ported to have replied favourably 
to the suggestion that the signa- 
tories of the Nine-Power Treaty 
hold their conference at Brussels. . 



SPANISH WAR 




'T'HE Valencia Government feels 
certain that the recent terrific 
bombardment of Madrid is the first 
move of a great offensive by the 
Italian troops in Spain to gain a 
quick victory before the French 
border is opened and the passage of 
arms to the Spanish Government 
troops is begun. Thus it "seems that 
the firm attitude adopted by Britain 
and France is tending, to bring the 
military situation ^ in Spain to a 
crisis, for liussoiini realizes that he 
has only a short time- in which to 
win Spain and again face Britain 
and France wilh a fait accompli. 

Meanwhile in London the Non-in- 
tervention Committee is being given 
its last opportunity to get foreign 
troops out of Spain.' If it can pro- 
duce no results it is probable that 
the French border will then be 
opened. The Italian aclivity in the 
Balearic Islands is being treated as 
a separate problem and latest re- 
ports indicate that Britain and 
France are considering the occupa- 
tion of these Islands together with 
Italy in order to consérve them for 
the ultimate victor in Spain proper.

yOMpRROW noon the German 
Government will publish the 
text of a declaration pi a non-ag 
gression policy toward Belgium. 
Thus, Belgium, now having similar 
promises from Prance and Britain, 
will be able to stay out of the. dis- 
putes of the Great Powers. This 
declaration will not be issued in 
the form of a pact but rather as 
a statement of mutual policy. 

Hitler wishes to reply to Presi 
dent Roosevelt's Chicago speech 
with this promise of non-aggression 
in the general direction of the Bel- 
gian frontier. In thij.way he .wishes 
to prove to the world that Germany 
has only peaceful aims and that in- 
ternal lawlessness is not present in 
the Reich. The people of Britain 
and the United States will thus be 
shown that Germany not only talks 
of peace but also acts towards in- 
suring peace. 

From the military point of view 
this declaration will enable Ger- 
many to devote extra energies for 
the. preparation of eastern defences.

AMERICAN 

PRESIDENT Roosevelt has an- 
nounced' that. Congress will 
convene on November 15 and that 
he then wants it, to enact tvagC' 
hour, crop-control, , and anti-trust 
legislation. The Chief Executive 
is convinced that the people at this 
time are in great need of certain 
important legislation and that the 
presence of Congress will in no way 
place a damper on biisinèss. 

Of chief importance, he believes, 
is the enactment of his five-point 
program which will remove "the 
domestic trade barrier" of low 
wages for the lowest paid groups 
and create "a balanced abundance" 
in American life. Congress is be- 
ing assembled for this special ses- 
sion so that it may adjourn by May 
as next year is an election year with 
all representatives and many Sena- 
tors coming up lor re-election. 

As regards the criticism of the 
New Deal objective, of crop control, 
the President said that it was in 
no way "economy of scarcity" but 
rather "sound^ business judgment."

J. H. McKechnie Elected 
Chairm an of Co mmittee 

Induced by the pronounced suc- 
cess of last year's "Engineering 
Issue" of the Dally, an ambitious 
program of interclass debating has 
been prepared by a committee ap 
pointed by the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society. This effort is in 
tended to fill a long-felt want in the 
Faculty, and marks the beginning 
of a policy of participation by en- 
gineers in fields which have hither 
to been considered to hold no inter 
est for them. 

The plan is finding complete ap- 
proval on all sides. Although Dean 
Brown was prevented by pressing 
engagements due to a trip out of 
town from granting an interview, 
he has from the very beginning 
shown marked interest in the idea, 
and in a. letter to Don MacCallum, 
President of the Engineering Un- 
dergraduate Society, the Dean, ex- 
pressed his enthusiasm for the plan 
and the hope that it will succeed. 

Col. Wilfrid Bovey also indicated 
his agreement with the plan in a 
statement which follows: 

Everyone who is interested in 
McGill debating, graduate or under- 
graduate, will welcome the forma- 
tion of a debating society by the 
students in Engineering. Never in 
history has it been so important 
for the citizen to be able to think 
clearly, express himself accurately 
and ;argue jntelligently. For no 
class of citizen is this more !m' 
portant than for the class which its 
vocation renders responsible for 
the tremendous undertakings of 
modern engineering, nor is any 
training much more valuable than 
the study of logical method which 
is the basis of mathematics and so 
of engineering itself. I hope that 
the new society will have a long 
and useful life and only regret that 
my father who was for so many 
years Dean of the Faculty is no 
longer here to join in my good 
wishes. 

DEBATING UNION'S OPINION. 
In an interview, Alfred Pick, 
President of the McGill Debating 
Society, applauded the movement 
and stated that he believes it will 
be a success. Mr. Pick also said 
that his experience in the debattag 
field was at the disposal of the 
committee. He was of the opinion 
that public speaking would be as 
useful to the engineer as to the 
"pseudo-intellectuals that clutter 
up the Arts building." 

There will be three judges to each 
debate. Two will be undergraduates 
from any faculty in the university 
except that of Engineering. The 
third and senior judge will be any 
person who has shown a prominent 
interest in public speaking. Judges 
and chairman will be appointed for 
each debate by the Debating Com- 
mittee. It is planned to have a 
different group officiate at each 
debate. 

The Engineering Undergraduate 
Society has offered a trophy which 
will be awarded annually to the 
class whose teams total the greatest 
number of wins. The trophy will 
be on permanent display in the En- 
gineering Building and the name of 
the winning class will be engraved 
on it at the end of each year's 
series. The purpose of excluding 
Engineering students, from the.judg< 
ing body is to ensure perfect im- 
partiality and also to lessen* the 
social isolation of the Engineers. 

Competition is to begin as soon 
as possible. The first debate will 
be held on Wednesday, October 
20th, at 5:10 pjn. in the Engineering 
building. The senior judge for 
this meeting will be Prof, de L. 
French, and the juniors, Alfred

"find no room for man's paradisal 
perfection." But he added "though 
both— the Fall of the Angels and 
the Fall of Adam and Eve— are 
now recognized as mythological 
tradition this does not invalidate-^ 
the "fall docU-ine." 

The president stressed that when 
the unity, of man, like that of the 
Blessed Trinity had)been achieved, 
then man's great goal .was won. 
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and, in some cases, to know where his 
prejudices lie. 

The only fault in this institution is 
that not all students and not all professors 
play golf. And this is not altogether de- 
sirable cither, as it would involve a mam- 
moth organization to control the tourna- 
ment, as well as n links of the proportions 
of one of the prairie provinces.

To such as he, debunking is quite the usual 
thing. When questioned on the beliefs of 
yesteryear, he retorts wittly in the Great 
Americaa Monosyllable: "Yeah?" It is 
shocking to encounter such utter word- 
weariness in one so young. 

And yet, perhaps, this early dis- 
illusionment had its advantages. The 
young "modn" gets rid of traditions and 
education quickly and easily. In the last 
century, if one got rid of them at all, one 
did so like Mr. Gladstone, who began in 
youth as the rising hope of the stern un 
bonding Tories, and ended his career as 
the most radical statesman in British 
politics. It took him all his life to unlearn 
all that his parents and teachers had so 
laboriously and painfully taught him.

|T is a melancholy thought that much of 
what we were told in childhood to hold 
dear must be cast aside before we can 
cheat our way to success. The Victorian 
young woman matured so much more 
rapidly than her brother simply because 
the latter was being bullied in the' public 
schools till he had all thé gracelessness of 
a St. Bernard pup, till he never looked a 
fact squarely in the face, till he accepted 
and cherished all the illusionary ideals of 
his age. He was fresh and clean. He 
believed in playing the game. He loathed 
the unsportsmanlike and unpatriotic 
socialist. He favoured the shooting of all 
strikers at sunrise. He was against the 
policy of scuttle in India, and cheered for 
the dear old Empire. Life was all very 
simple, for England was always in the 
right, and never let her conscience get on 
the opposite side to her economic interests. 
Honesty was the best paying policy. Ah, 
those dear old copy-book maximsl 

There were, of course, little rifts 
within the lute. One carried round in one's 
pocket a paper-backed copy of the "Origin 
of Species" and felt very wicked indeed. 
But one soon realized that pew-renters 
have a social standing in the community, 
and that Church attendance provided ex- 
cellent opportunities for making business 
contacts. So one became reconciled to 
Genesis, and neatly docketed one's incom- 
patible scientific and religious beliefs in 
separate brain-compartments,- Conscience 
was satisfied, and virtue triumphant. God 
becamè justice, love, mercy, and five per 
cent, on a sound investment. One com- 
placently agreed with Samuel Butler that 
science and religion could be reconciled in 
the minds of sénsible people, and nowhere 
else. 

How one envies those people their 
smug convictions. Life for them had no 
problems. "As long as we don't change, 
we always muddle through" was the 
Edwardian maxim. It was so sane, so 



meaning of Shaw and Galsworthy, and the | 
leaders of society twitted their literary 
lions on their lack of seriousness. Shaw 
became a pew-renter and a vcstrj'man — 
yes, the author of "Widower's Houses", — 
just as later on Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
became a parlour pet, and exercised his 
remarkable gift of compressing the maxi- 
mum of words into the minimum of 
thought before the most select London 
society. In fact, the ferocious labour 
leader was heard to exclaim, after the for- 
mation of his National Government: 
"Tomorrow every duchess in. London will 
be wanting to kiss me!" You see how well 
the system of illusion works, if you can 
make it opaque enough? How simple 
everything becomes! how explicable! Ex- 
tremes are horrid, ungentlemanly, unprac- 
tical.

'J'O the post-war generation, as wc have 
. often been told, life was no longer 
simple. Even the women were being half- 
educated, and they no longer matured so 
quickly. That is why most of our screen 
stars act as if they suffered from a severe 
case of arrested mental development. 
Women could no longer lend poise to youth. 

Hence the literature of the twenties, 
in which blase young men and women 
spent week-ends making up frosty epi- 
grams against the hypocrisy of Victorian- 
ism, and especially against parents, until 
finally a Noel Cow-ard play fitted the 
celebrated definition of a Greek Tragedy: 
"A play where someone comes in and says 
to someone else. If you won't kill mother; 
I will." 

Everybody hurried about so rapidly 
in search of a good time that sanatoria 
could not go up fast enough to accommo- 
date all the victims of neurasthenia, 
disease which turns a man into the wrong 
kind of woman 

Like most people who are out for a 
good tjmc, the generation of the twenties 
was very very sad and really rather bored 
It is very probable that we shall return to 
the good old system of humbugging our- 
selves. It makes life 'so much more 
understandable. Books like Wake Up and 
Live are so very malapropos, when all we 
do is lie down and die. Dictators arc 
equally obnoxious. We find ^Mussolini 
writing: "What do I do first when I wake 
up in the morning? Jump straight out of 
bed — no matter how beautiful the head 
beside me on the pillow." A democratic 
parliament which never under any pretext 
does anything is so much more restful. 

Let us keep our illusions. Do not ask 
us to pause a moment, to doubt; we crave 
something to cling to. A fixed belief, 
right or wrong, will alone enable us to 
carry on amidst the horror of our condition. 

This is, of course, only the escapist 
opinion of a gentle Arts student, cloistered 
from the world, and buried amid the dust 
of the. classics. To him the quiet tradition 
of a bygone age is dear. Those in Medi- 
cine or Engineering, faced as they are with 
the harsh realities of life, may prefer the 
peculiar pleasures of disillusionment. As 
our pre-war friend, George Ade, once 
moralized: "One man's poison ivy is 
anothér«manf8iBi

Previous competition shows that 
the students have a record of eleven 
wins while the professors have only 
four to their credit and one of the 
matches was fought to a tie. 

It is very important that students 
should assume the responsibility of 
getting in touch with their- oppo- 
nents concerning starting times of 
the meet and transportation to the 
golf course. 

The competition is to be a handi 
cap four-ball match play.

years. At any rale, never before, 
as far as we can remember, have we 
had to form a line in the foyer' of 
the Palace to wait for standing 
room. The obvious result is that 
the only acquaintance \ye haye with 
the first half of the picture is. strict- 
ly an oral one. And you can't hear 
very well at a hundred yards with 
several hundred other people also 
shuffling their feet impatiently. 

But what we did manage to see 
was definitely worthwhile — the 
David O. Selznick genius has 'again 
come to the surface. Too often the 
photoplay differs so widely from 
the book that the author's original 
effects are entirely lost. In this re- 
spect particularly the Prisoner of 
Zcnda scores its success. Anthony 
Hope's novel was simply a rousing 
story of adventure and intrigue in 
the courts of Europe, and such is the 
spirit which Ronald Colman, in the 
dual role of Rudolph V and Ras- 
sendyll, and Doug. Fairbanks Jr. so 
admirably capture. We never be- 
fore realized that Madeleine Carroll 
was so startlingly beautiful, cither. 

No doubt there is nothing for us 
but to skip a lecture some morning 
and creep into the Palace early 
when we ought to be able to get a 
seat in time to see the last show, 

A Charlie Chase comedy, ever- 
appealing to the inevitable streak of 
the crude in all us, the inane drivel 
of "The Littlest Rebel," and several 
snapshots of President Roosevelt 
calling on the elite of Victoria, B.C., 
complete the bill.

Legislative Measure Will Not 
Lessen O.N. LB. Work 

"No pensions scheme can. ever 
take the place of the work being 
done by the Canadian 'National In- 
stitute for the Blind. What pen- 
sions will do is simply to regularize 
and put on ,a secure, acceptable 
basis, the furnishing of certain 
basic necessities. Pensions will leave 
the Institute freer to proceed witli 
the main objects for which it was 
created: the discovery of industrial 
and commercial openings for cap- 
able blind artisans and merchants; 
the conduct of more active cam- 
paiRns for the prevention of blind- 
ness; the training and rehabilitation 
of those who lose their sight after 
school age; the,, maintenance of a 
library service; social service; the 
administration, of privileges and 
concessions accqrdcd to the blind; 
the establishment and maintenance 
of residences and the consistent 
advocacy of the right of blind men 
and women to live normal lives 
and to take . their places in the 
normal life of the community." 

Excerpt from report of Captain 
E. A. Baker. ManaginR Director of 
the Canadian National Institute for 
the Blind as it appears in the 
Annual Report of the Institute for 
the year ending March 31st, 1937. 



Men and women marry early in 
China— before they are 20, as a 
rule, writes Waldemar Kaempffert 
in the New York Times. Birth rates 
are high— about double what they 
are in the United States. ; Addvto 
this a population which pumbers at 
least 350,000,000, which may amount 
even to 500,000,000, and which will 
double in sixty-five years, and we 
begin to understand why Dr. Frank 
W. Notestein told the recent Inter- 
national Congress on Population in 
Paris that a decimating war might 
actually*be a blessing to China. Or 
to use his exact words: "China can- 
not, stand such growth. If it is 
not stopped by war and other vio- 
lence, it will' be by famine and dis- 
ease. Here, at least, the Malthusian 
checks are a grim reality." 

Death reaps diligently in China, 
but not diligently enough for Dr. 
Notestein. According to the latest 
tabulations the mean expectancy of 
life in the United States is about 60 
years. But the average Chinese- is 
doomed to die at 35. A high birth 
rate (38.3 per 1,000 population) not 
only makes good the losses by 
death, but swells the numbers of 
China's millions. 

Suppose that it were possible to 
improve China's dreadful record of 
infant mortality and ijreventable 
diseases. Dr. Notestein is appalled 
bj; the prospect. "Sober students 
might ponder long before utilizing 
the power," he observed in Paris.

The title of "marsh buggy" given 
to what appears to be a kind of 
paddle boat indicates by its latter 
half, the country of origin of this 
unusual (nachine, but it is otherwise 
not very informative. It is difficult, 
however, to describe the machine 
concisely as it is a combination of a 
boat, a motor car and a tractor, be- 
ing equally at home 'on the water, 
on dry land and in a qxiagmuire. 
This combination of conditions ob- 
tains in the extensive swamps 
which lie alone the coast of Louisi- 
ana in the United States, which, 
from geological considerations, are 
considered to overlie valuable oil 
fields. Obviously difficult country 
for the prospecting surveyor to 
negotiate by ordinary means, the 
Gulf Oil Corporation, Gulf Building. 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, has de- 
veloped the marsh buggy to enable 
it to be adequately explored. The 
machiné consists of a chassis with 
four wheels, all of which are driven, 
a driver's seat and. at the rear, an 
elevated platform on which optical 
surveying instruments can be placr 
ed and from which heavier geo- 
physical instruments can be low- 
ered to the site to be tested. 

The wheels, which are made of 
aluminium,; are 66 in. in diameter 
and are fitted with Goodyear bal- 
loon tyres 10 ft. in diameter by 
about 3 ft. wide. These are in- 
flated to a pressure of between 3 
lb. and 5 lb. per square inch and 
are constructed so as to serve a 
double ' purpose. When the buggy 
is floating their displacement is suf- 
ficient to carry its weight' of 7,500 
lb. with a draught of less than 2 
ft. and when it is on dry land the 
resilience is such that springs can 
be dispensed with without discom- 
fort to the crew. The risk of trouble 
from puncture is countered in two 
ways. The wheels themselves are 
formed in water-light drums and 
provide sufficient buoyancy to keep 
the machine afloat even with all 
four tires deflated. This provision 
is, however, not sufficient for marsh 
operation and the tires are,' in con- 
sequence, fitted with a permanent 
connection to an air compressor 
driven .from the enginë. The con- 
necting pipe leads leads through 
the hubs; a relief valve, to guard 
against over-inflation, is fitted. 
Should a small puncture occur, the 
air compressor can be started to 
make ^ood the air leakage ano 
will maintain the tire fully inflate( 
until a convenient place for making 
repairs is reached. Each tire is fit- 
ted with 12 treads laced to the 
wheel. These again serve two pur- 
poses. They consist of rubber tube 
2 inches in diameter hermetically 
sealed at each end and provided 
with a valve through which they 
are inflated to a pressure of 25 
lb. per square inch. On land they 
prevent the tire from flattening un- 
der tjie weight of the vehicle and 
also provide a grip in mud or soft 
sou. Similarly, on water they act 
in some sense as paddle floats and 
ensure propulsion of the vehicle. 

The buggy cân be operated over 
smooth ground at a speed of 35 
m.p.h. .In marshy ground a speed 
of between 10 m.p.h. and 12 m.p.h. 
is obtained, and when afloat the 
soeed is slightly in excess of 6 knots. 
The Dower unit is a Ford 'V8 engine 
fitted with a radiator cooling sys- 
tem somewhat larger than the 
standard. For transmission an 
ordinary car gearbox is used in 
series with a McCormick-Deering 
tractor geartwx.;^^*. 

As the niacii'ine' lias occasionally 
to navigate Inland waterways it is 
licensed as a power boat, and to 
comply with the regulations for such 
is fitted with a short mast at the 
rear carrying a white light and port 
and starboard lights forward 
mounted on a short folding bov/ 
sprit The platform previously re 
ferred to, constructed of aluminium 
like the chassis, is sufficiently high 
to enable an observer to see over 
the reeds of the swamp which fre- 
quently grow to a height of 12 ft, 
above the surface of the water, 

The machine is fitted with „ 
short-wave radio transmitting and 
receiving set for communication 
with the base. As the swamp 
country has hitherto proved very 
difficult of access, a greatly ex- 
tended field of operations has been 
provided by the marsh buggy, and 
we understand that it has already 
proved of considerable utility.

Two learned authors both ad- 
vocate the reform of the cal- 
endar in books reviewed by The 
Times (London). One of them, 
indeed, says the reviewer, Miss 
Elisabeth Achelis, is President of 
the World Calendar Association, 
and in this connection the words 
"world, calendar" indicate a par- 
ticular, scheme of reform. The 
other, Mr. P. W. Wilson, is also an 
advocate of the world calendar. This 
autumn the League of " Nations, 
which has been discussing the re- 
form of the calendar, on and off, 
for some fifteen^ years, is to con- 
sider a proposal for a reformed 
calendar to come into operation on 
January 1, 1939. Now. therefore, is 
the time to read these two books 
and to resolve for or against their 
suggestions. Fortunately, the math- 
ematicahproblem does not demand 
the brain of an Eddington or of a 
Whitehead. The earth takes SOS'A 
days to move round the sun. There- 
fore in every foui^th year the odd 
quarters have to be put together 
and ddpped in as a whole extra day. 
The number 365, moreover, is not 
divisible by 52, the number of 
weeks in the year; there is one day 
over; and therefore if January 1 is 
a Sunday in one year it will be a 
Monday in the next, and no day of 
the week falls always on the same 
day of the year. The months, again, 
are arbitrarily unequal in length- 
it was Augustus Caesar, we are 
told, who planned it so. And, to 
complicate matters, some calcula- 
tions, and notably that of the date 
of Easter, are based not on the sun 
but on the moon, which has a 
month, all its own, of 29^ days. The 
uncertainty of the date of Easter, 
which may fall on any one^ of no 
fewer than thirty-five days, is only 
the greatest of many sources of 
confusion. No month can be courft- 
ed upon to have the same number 
of Sundays in it- every year. Clirist- 
mas Day may fall on any day of 
the week. The working days in the 
same quarter vary in number from 
year to year: and the quarters 
therefore cannot be compared to- 
gether for statistical and account- 
ing purposes. 

The remedy is simple, up to a 
certain point. A suggestion for a 
y.ear of thirteen months of twenty- 
eight days each, with one extra day, 
has lost ground of late; it was 
never much liked in England, where 
the number 13 is still widely feared. 
The proposal now in favor, the 
"world calendar." is for a year of 
364 days divided into four quarters 
of ninety-one days each, each quar- 
ter consisting of one month, of 
thirty-one days followed by two 
months of thirty days each. The 
365th day would come at the end 
of December, but would have no 
number in the month, and no name 
in the week. It would be a dies 
non. a no-day. and a holiday. Once 
in every four years a similar no- 
day would be put at the end df 
June. Symmetry and regularity 
would result. The first of January 
would always be a Sunday, and so 
throughout the .year. Christmas Day 
would always be on a Monday 
wnich would be a great advantage 
to the holiday-makers; and finance, 
commerce, and industry woulc 
benefit by' the simplicity of reckon- 
ing, the regular recurrence of per- 
iods of work and of rest, and the 
stricter corcspondence between the 
quarters in one year and every 
other year. So far as that part of 
the reform is concerned, the oppos- 
ition in this country is not likely 
to be acute. Many an old-fashioned 
person still thinks that Willett-time 
is wrong, perhaps downright 
wicked; 'but the' English popular 
mind has changed since the mob 
(egged on by political schemers) 
demanded back the eleven days 
knocked out of the September of 
1752. when England— 170 years late 
— adopted the Gregorién calendar. 
Opposition to so much of the scheme 
as we have yet considered would 
come, on grounds which it is no 
condemnation to call sentimental 
from people who have a natural 
love of a little excitement and 
change, and do not want have 
Christmas Day always on a Mon 
day, nor their birthdays on the 
same day of the week every year. 
The stricter Jews might also find 
some little difficulty in adjusting 
their seventh day to a calendar in 
which there was one day every 



year, and in every fourth year two 
days, which the Christian world 
left out of count. But one very 
important matter has yet to be 
faced. The whole scheme would 
break down, so far as commerce 
and industry were to gain advantage 
from it, if the Easter holiday re- 
mained movable. Easter — for other 
besides religious reasons— must be 
stabilized, fixed to a particular 
Sunday and a particular date in the 
year. That has been accepted in 
Great Britain in principle by the 
passing of the Easter Act ot 1928; 
but that Act has never been put 
into operation because the general 
assent of all Christian communions 
is required to make it practicable. 
The giving or withholding of that 
assent will make all the difference 
to the proceedings at Geneva this 
autumn 



NO FLIGHTY GIRLS 
ASAI^STESSES 

Vlany Bans Laid Down by 
Australia For Those 
On Duty 



Melbourne. — "Glamor-girls" are 
not required as air-hostesses by 
Airlines of Australia, which in call- 
ing for applications stipulates that 
girls must: Be between 25 and 35 
years of age; weigh not more than 
118 pounds;- pass initial and subse- 
quent periodical medical examina- 
tions: not take any alcoholic drink 
within 12 liours of an impending 
flight; not smoke in an aeroplane 
or any public place when in uni- 
form; not' accept tips; not chew 
gum; not wear jewellery; not use 
too much lipstick: not use nail 
polish other than natural or medi- 
um shades; not sleep or read on 
duty; bo bright to all passengers 
without encouraging familiarity, 
and smile at all times. 

Despite these rules, hundreds of 
girls have applied.

8,684 Blind in Canada 

According to the annual report of 
The Canadian National Institute for 
the Blind, issued recently, there are 
in Canada 8,684 blind persons. Of 
these 657 are in British Columbia, 
387 in Alberta, 559 in Saskatchewan, 
527 in Manitoba. 2,926 in Ontario, 
2,330 in Quebec. 444 in New Bruns- 
wick, 757 in Nova Scotia, and 97 in 
Prince Edward Island. There are 
220 in Newfoundland. The figures 
given are from the register of the 
(!:anadian National Institute for the 
Blind. Although every effort has 
been made to register every blind 
person in the Dominion, there. are 
some who undoubtedly have not 
been reported and the exact num- 
ber of blind in Canada may be two 
or three hundred in excess of the 
figure given. 



The romantic story of naining 
radium ore from sub-Arctic Can- 
ada and the elaborate processes by 
which the precious element is sep- 
arated and prepared for surgical 
uses is told in "Canada's Weekly," 
published in London. 

"Probably no other process in the 
world involves so many stages, 
each necessitating a high degree ot 
accuracy as the production of Can- 
adian radium. . To win the ore from 
the sub-Arctic rock and soil into 
which the winter frosta penetrate 
to a depth of 30 feet, and in con- 
ditions which compel the commun- 
ity to be completely self-supporting 
and then to transport it nearly 4,000 
miles southward, is a feat romantic 
enough even if this were the end 
of the story. But it is merely the 
conclusion of the opening chapter 
of the long task that must be com-- 
pleted before the precious radium is 
available to British hospitals, lab- 
oratories and factories. 

"The pitchblende concentrates re- 
ceived at the refinery are crushed 
and then roasted to remove sulphur . 
and carbon-di-oxide, after which the 
material is ready for chemical 
treatment with hot sulphuric acid, 
soda ash and other agents to pre- 
cipitate the desired elements or to 
remove impurities. Gradually the 
original pitchblende, looking rather 
like dull anthracite, is reduced in 
bulk and the residue either discard- 
ed or further treated for valuable 
by-products such as uranium com- 
pounds and silver, until after many 
days of continuous processing all 
that remains of a ton is a quantity 
of white crystals (radium bromide) 
that could be placed inside a hol- 
lowed out match stem. 

"For surgical purposes the radium 
is enclosed in colls usually of iridio- 
platinum alloy, shaped like a small 
cartridge. After filling, a cap ot 
similar metal is gold-soldcred om- 
the open end and the cell is then 
ready for loading into the sheath or 
needle of similar metal in which it 
is again hermetically scaled. The 
cells vary from 5 to 20 millimeters 
in length so that variable strength 
of radiation as required can be ob- 
tained by adjusting the quantity 
loaded into the needle. In addition, 
to the metal mentioned, ceils are 
also made of pure and carat gold, 
silver, gold-platinum alloys and 
monei metal, all of which absorb in 
varying degrees the unwanted alpha 
and beta rays and some of the gam- 
ma rays from which the tissues of 
the flesh need some protection. 
Platinum alloy is most used for the' 
reason, that its greater screening 
power allows of thinner and there- 
fore smaller diameter cells and 
needles. 

"The process of preparing the 
radium and filling the cells is com- 
plicated and calls for great skill and 
care on the part of the operator, / 
who is protected by methods pre-' 
viously described. Radium from th'e 
Canadian refinery is received in the ■ 
form -of radium bromide of abdut 
95 per cent, purity. After dissolving 
in water, which is heated, radium, 
sulphate is precipitated and this is 
the actual material required for the 
treatment of malignant growths. It 
is not used in this highly concen- 
trated form, but is diluted with 
magnesium oxide to any desired ex- 
tent. Thorough mixing is of the 
greatest importance in order that 
even radiation from the whole of 
the cell may be obtained. The meth- 
od employed is to grind the two 
substances togdthcr in an agate 
mortar. Then, after careful weigh- 
ing, the exact quantity is conveyed 
to its container by means ot a plat-, 
inised funnel over the open end of 
the cell. 

"Having transferred the radium 
to its container which may be either 
in the form of a tube or flat plaque, ' 
careful tests are carried out to en-' 
sure that the sealing is complete 
and no radon gas is escaping. For 
this ■ test the container is enclosed 
in cotton wool and sealed in a glass 
casing for 24 hours, after which the 
wool is tested for traces of radon 
gas. Next the container is plac 
in contact with a photographic plat 
on which it makes an impression by 
its own radiation and which shows 
if the mixing with the magnesium 
oxide has been complete and even 
throughout the whole of the actual 
portion of the container. The final 
stage is the measurement of the 
content of radium in each container. 
This is done by comparing its gam- 
ma ray activity with that of a 
known quantity of radium. 

"The final problem to be evolved 
was one of storage. Quantités of 
100 milligrammes can now be kept 
in specitl safes lined with several 
inches of protective material. Larger ' 
quantities are stored in underground 
chambers surrounded by lead blocks / 
giving a protective shield at least / 
.six inches thick in every aircclion."
